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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments submitted revolve around 
creating separate alias node and edges connecting alias nodes to use-node and to def-nodes. The rejection as from using Cramer has 
pointed to a edge joining a node as defined from a equivalent class ( steps 616: YES, step 615 ), and further has used Archambault to 
show why it would be obvious that this node associating a equivalent class can be either a use-node or def-node in view of the 
deferencing analysis both in Cramer and Archambault wherein definition and use of data from execution graph analysis are reasons why 
deferencing pointer analysis is purported to address. The Applicant's argument as a whole does not point out why such rationale to 
combine would fail or lead to adverse effects but instead merely summarizes each reference, summarize the claimed features; and 
alleges that they neither disclose or suggest alone or in combination. In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Applicants have to put forth why the missing features by Cramer cannot be remedied by the combination as set forth in the 
rejection and show substantial reasons why this would teach away or incur adverse effect, or that the reference used are completely 
mutually incompatible. The request for consideration failed to provide grounds as to put the application in better condition for allowance; 
hence the claims stand rejected until further response is submitted.. 
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
